New York, Feb. 8 (/P) — Cabs 
rolled today on the streets of 
New York, the strike of tax i driv ­ 
ers ended ex cep t for about 4,000 
“bitter enders" who still declined 
to make p eace. 
What effect the action of the 
remaining strikers would hav e 
remained to be seen. Their un­ 
ion leader said the ag reement 
accep ted by the major cab com­ 
p anies and their driv ers was a j 
‘isell-out” of the men. A meet­ 
ing was called for today to de -! 
cide up on further action. 
Hundreds of strikers p araded: 
last nig ht, seeking to g et driv ­ 
ers of cabs to rejoin them in the 
strike. There was sp oradic v io­ 
lence, esp ecially in the “brig ht 
lig hts” area, but constant p olice 
watch kep t disorder to a mini­ 
mum. 
The United Tax i Board esti­ 
mated that 62 p er cent of the I 
fleet-owned cabs were back in 
serv ice last nig ht, and that serv ­ 
ice would ap p roach normal to­ 
day . 
Those still on strike this m orn­ 
ing were demanding union rec­ 
og nition as a condition to their 
return to work. 


Called In Crisis 


“A Worm’s Ey e View of Jeru­ 
salem” was the top ic used Tues­ 
day noon by the Rev . C. I. Ste­ 
p henson in a most interesting 
address to the Kiwanis club on 
his observ ations made p rimarily 
under g round, while on a v isit to 
the Holy City .

He used a blackboard chart to 
outline the boundary lines of the 
city and its different sections, 
and his entire address was ex ­ 
cep tionally g ood as well as in­ 
teresting . 
The mix ture of Jewish, Chris­ 
tian and Mohammedan inhabi­ 
tants g iv es to the nation a col­ 
orful character not often ob­ 
tained in other p laces of the 
world, and the residents may be 
termed, in the op inion of Rev .

Ancient 
and unchang ing , their customs 
and manners remain as a trib­ 
ute to the men who comp ound­ 
ed the Bible, which is still today 
the best trav elers’ g uide to the 
country of Palestine.

Built up steadily throug h the 
: y ears until it reached a sev en- 
' tcen-million-dollar p eak short- 
1 ly before the end of the Leslie 
administration, the state’s bank 
account was reduced to $15,000,- 
000 at the close of 1933, Gov ernor 
McNutt’s first full y ear in office. 
The 1933 deficit was incurred 
simp ly because the state failed 
to liv e within its income. Added 
to the inroads on Indiana’s sav ­ 
ing s, the McNutt administration 
also set a new all-time record for 
state costs during 1933, the au­ 
ditor’s books show. 
Indiana state g ov ernment in 
1933 had total disbursements of 
$53,7 43,342.28, ex ceeding by al­ 
most a million dollars the former 
hig h of 
$52,914,000 set in 1931, 
when the state undertook a $21,- 
000,000 road 
building p rog ram, 
one of the g reatest in history . It 
was the 1931 cost of state g ov ­ 
ernm ent which Gov ernor 
Mc­ 
Nutt “dep lored” 
when he was 
candidate and which he ex ceed­ 
ed in his first y ear. 
In the

g eneral 
fund 
(fund for running ex p enses of 
the state.) $3,600,000 bank bal­ 
ance left by Gov ernor Harry G. 
Leslie, had 
shrunk to 
slig htly 
more than $500,000 in January , 
1934. Fiscal ex p erts at the state - 
house admit th at the state g ov ­ 
ernm ent must hav e at least a 
two-million-dollar working bal­ 
ance 
to meet its oblig ations 
without fund-jug g ling .

Carlos Mendieta, hav ing ap p ar­ 
ently squelched the threat of a 
g eneral strike, faced the new 
menace of terrorism today . 
The p resident used stern m ea­ 
sures to p rev ent a 24-hour “g en­ 
eral strike” called by the com­ 
munistic 
federation 
of labor. 
Demonstrations were sup p ressed. 
Soldiers and p olice g uarded men 
p ut to work in establishments 
deserted by strikers. 
Disorders dev elop ed, howev er, 
both in Hav ana and in the in­ 
terior during the ni^ht and ear­ 
ly today . 
Sev eral bombs ex p loded in v ar­ 
ious p arts of Hav ana. 
There 
were no casualties and damag e 
was slig ht. More serious bomb­ 
ing s were rep orted in connec­ 
tion with labor disturbances at 
Santiag o. 
Added to these dev elop ments. 
the g ov ernment heard threats 
th at 
leftist 
student 
factions 
were p lotting bombing s and as­ 
sassinations in p rotest ag ainst 
shooting s during a demonstra­ 
tion. 
One man was killed and sev ­ 
eral p ersons were wounded when 
p olice fired into 4,000 students 
and striking tobacco workers 
marching toward the p residen­ 
tial p alace.

Paris, Feb. 8 (JP)—The v eteran 
Gaston Doumerg ue step p ed out 
of retirem ent today to restore 
p eace in riot-torn France. 
It was understood the 7 1-y ear- 
old former p resident, out of p o­ 
litical life since 1931, demanded 
the dissolution of p arliam ent 
and the rig ht to rule by decree 
if necessary . 
He called for a “truce” among 
p olitical p arties. 
“If the chamber (of dep uties) 
itself asks the chiefs of each big 
p arty and the former p remiers 
to meet and declare a truce,” he 
said. “. . . order will quickly re­ 
turn.” 
Ev en as he sp oke, the socialist 
p arty —without 
whose 
sup p ort 
no g ov ernment 
has 
long 
re­ 
mained in 
p ower in 
France— 
struck out defiantly . 
A manifesto was 
issued 
ap ­ 
p ealing to all men and all org an­ 
izations to join, the 
socialists 
and 
form 
a 
g ov ernment 
to 
“wrest the Rep ublic from p arties 
and fascism.” 
Doumerg ue was summoned by 
President Albert Lebrun a short 
while after Edouard Daladier 
and his cabinet resig ned y ester­ 
day as a result of Tuesday ’s anti 
g ov ernment rioting . 
Ev en as he neared Paris on a 
train from his home near Toul­ 
ouse, continued disorders led by 
communists and street hoodlums 
raised an ominous further threat 
to his success.

“To the Parties 
Holding Edward — 
“I hav e done my p art and kep t 
my word 100 p er cent as I said 
I would. 
This money is not 
marked and y ou hav e the full 
amount asked for. Now, boy s, I 
am counting on y our honor. 
“Release Edward and tell him 
to come to my house first. ___ 
“Sig hed, ADOLPH BREMER.” 
As soon as Bremer returned 
home, Chief of Police Thomas 
Dahill, Insp ector of Detectiv es 
Charles Tierney , and Detectiv e 
Tom Brown of the St. Paul p o­ 
lice dep artm ent rushed to the 
Adolp h Bremer home. 
They , with federal inv estig at­ 
ors immediately beg an question­ 
ing the banker. No one else was 
p erm itted to enter the y ard,

New York, Feb. 7 (£ >) — The 
net effect of dollar devaluation 
on the m an in the street in the 
ey es of economists is the pro s­ 
pect of rising prices. 
By 
prices, economists

the cost of commodities and the 
cost of service. 
All prices rise slowly. 
Raw 
quickly th an the price of fin­ 
ished commodities or the cost of 
labor. 
One 
school 
of 
economic 
tho ught holds th a t all commodi­ 
ties and services exchange for a 
certain num ber of grains of gold. 
A pair of shoes priced a t $1 “be­ 
fore 
devaluation 
would 
equal 
25 8 -10 
grains 
of 
gold nine- 
tenths fine. 
Today the dollar equals 15 5-21 
grains o gold, so the shoes should 
sell for abo ut $1.60, an aipount 
of currency roughly equal to 
25 8 -10 grains of gold or a pair 
of shoes. 
T hat is the theory , but m one­ 
tary advisors to the adm inistra­ 
tion say it will take time to be­ 
come effective.A textile official 
estim ated 
prices 
this 
spring 
would be 25 per cent higher than 
last fall. 
Carry ing the theory into wag­ 
es, when the employ er receives 
higher prices his profits rise and 
he can pay higher wages. Since 
devaluation there have been in­ 
creases in motor and glass in­ 
dustries due to higher prices 
and increased sales, the NRA 
boosted some wages in anticipa­ 
tion of price increases, but the 
dollar devaluation theory takes 
the idea a step further. 
One economist shows th a t ip 
the last 10 m onths of 1933, the 
price of gold rose 56 per cent in 
the United States and the prices 
of commodities rose 5 6 per cent.
